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KATHLEEN PARLOW. 



'HE impression made by Miss KATHLEEN Parlow when. 


A in 1910, she made her first New York appearanee, is one 
that will be long remembered. The following day the Metropolitan 
papers hailed a new-found genius of the violin—a genius who is looked 
upon to-day as the foremost woman exponent of her instrument. 
During the past ten years Miss PARLOW has been the sensation of 
two eontinents, and her extraordinary talent has impressed itself on 
the publie to a degree that makes an appearanee by her an event of 
exceptional interest. 

Miss PARLOW was born in Calgary, but mueh of her ehildhood 
was passed in California. In 1905 she went to London, and in 
November of that year played with the London Symphony Orehestra. 

Eaeh of her appearanees in Ameriea sinee her New York debut 
has deepened the belief that she is without a rival among the woman 
violinists of the day. She has appeared with all the important 
Symphony Orehestras of Ameriea, one notable engagement being for 
sixteen appearanees with the Boston Symphony Orehestra. 

She toured Germany in 1924, and reeeived the most extra- 
ordinâry reeeption, a naturally prejudieed press being eonstrained to 
eompare her to Kreisler. Der Tag, the Berlin paper, wrote of 
her: — “A very agreeable surprise was the violinist, KATHLEEN 
Parlow, who played with the Philharmonie Orehestra. That is 
real musieian’s blood. How she understands to make the tone full of 
soul ! How firmly she takes hold of the rhythm ; how she built up 
the Brahms Concerto and made it into a living form. All this shows 
a natural genius to whom musie is a natural speeeh and a neeessary 
expression of life.”
